The third volume of Swartz's Flora Indiae Occiden- 
talis is generally accepted to have been published in 180(1, 
because no review of it appears before that date. The 
evidence presented below strongly suggests that volume 
3 \vas issued at least in two parts: Part 1 comprising pp. 


1231 to 15G() and Part 2 comprising pp. 1507 to 2018 plus 
the index. It is possible that Part 2 was issued in two 
sections, pp. loGT to 1758 and pp. 1750 to 2018, because 
at the bottom on page 1758 the catch word HYMFi- in¬ 
dicates that another HVMENOPHVLLUM will fol¬ 
low. ^'et page 1759 starts with MUSCl FUONDOSI. 

Pages 1231-15GG cover descriptions of plants belong¬ 
ing to the Linnaean classes of Diadelphia, Syngenesia

It may be argued that Swartz had page proof in his 
harul when he prepared the article lor Schrader s .lournal 
in I80I-. However, further evidence indicates that {)art 
1 of volume three must have already been [)ublishcd and 
distributed in 1804-. 'The evidence is to be found in 
Willdenow, S[)ccies Plantarum. vol. 4, part 1, published 
in 180.5. In that part Willdenow includes every new 
orchid name and combination which Swartz had pro¬ 


posed in his Flora with the actual page references: e.g., 
“Xeottia calcarata. , . Swartz fl. ind. oceid. 8. p. 1418. 
Willdenow also includes Cranichis luteola Sw. in synony¬ 
my under Dendrohh//n jiohjstachifon Sw. 'This informa¬ 
tion, however, he could have only obtained from 
Schrader's .lournal. 'The fact that Willdenow had an 
actual copy of Swartz's Flora Indiae Occidentalis vol. 8, 
pt. 1 in hand is further supported by his citing the actual 
page mwwhc.vs o\' A ristolochia ohtu.satn, p. 1.565 and . /r/.s- 
tolochia graudiflora. p. 15()(», neither of which could ha\ e 
been obtained from anv other source! 

Thus, it is proposed that the publication date of 

Swartz, Flora Indiae Occidentalis, vol. 3, pp. 1231- 

be recognized as of 1804. 
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
